music  critics  was  invited  to  fashion  a 
singable  English  version  to  this  greatest  of 
the  Wagner  music-dramas.  It  is  the  only 
English  setting  which  has  succeeded  in 
public  performance.  The  piano  reduction 
is  the  authentic  Kleinmichcl  arrangement.
